You 
will be welcome to their meetings, and, 
if nothing more, you may learn to dis 
abuse your minds of several erroneous 
notions you entertain in regard to 
labor unions. Meanwhile, permit me, 
Mr, E‘litor, to make a few comments on 
Mr. Bresee's discourse to workingmen. 
Bat firstof all, as Ben Jonson says, 
**het us empty our minds of cant, geuti- 
men." Trade-unionists are not saints, 
rbat what pre they possess are not 
all of a ve character. Mankind 
is still ie the state, and such 
of his species who feel the growth of 
labor under hallucination. That 

important interests of « body of 
workiagmen shouid be entrusted to 
debased and drauuken is statement 
that carries its own refatation unless 
Mr. Bresee holds that ignorance is the 
prevailing standard among them.
